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INDOCHINA 

1. IN LAST OF SERIES ON VN, NYT'S SHIPLER WRITES OF 
"CORROSIVE SUSPICION" LEGACY OF FRATRICIDAL WAR THAT 
MAKES GVN SEE ALL DISSENTERS AS FOES, ALL FOES AS 
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"REDS." CHIEF INSTRUMENT AND "REPOSITORY" OF 
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SUSPICION IS POLICE APPARATUS. QUOTES HIGH-RANKING 
POLICE OFFICER THAT COMMUNISTS SCHEME TO GET ONE 
FAMILY MEMBER ON THEIR SIDE, THEN WOO OTHERS OVER 
ONE BY ONE; THAT STUDENTS VERY VULNERABLE AND COMMUNISTS 
PENETRATE RANKS OF DISSIDENTS AND EVEN POLICE, WHO 
HAVE TO WATCH OWN MEN CAREFULLY. THIEU CALLS "THIRD 
FORCE.. .ONLY A BUNCH OF TRAITORS... AND HENCHMEN 
OF COMMUNISTS..." SHIPLER SAYS MANY FORMER PRISONERS 
BELIEVE THIEU'S VIEWS ARE GENUINE, NOT MANUFACTURED TO 
EXCUSE ARRESTS. TELLS STORIES OF ARRESTS AND IMPRISON- 
MENT BECAUSE OF DEFECTION TO VC OR ANTI-WAR ACTIVITY BY 
RELATIVES. IN PRISONS. "OBSESSION" OF DEFINING INMATES 
AS PRO-GVN OR PRO- VC FOCUSSES ON SYMBOL: WILLINGNESS 
TO SALUTE SVN FLAG. REFUSAL RESULTS IN PUNISHMENT 
BECAUSE, ACCORDING TO ONE OFFICIAL, "IF YOU DO NOT 
AGREE TO SALUTE THE FLAG.. .YOU MUST BE A COMMUNIST." 

SOME SOUTH VIETS SEE SELF-FULFILLING PROPHECY IN 

GVN COMPULSION TO LABEL OPPONENTS AS COMMUNISTS, SINCE 
REPRESSIVE MEASURES DRIVE INNOCENTS INTO VC CAMP. 

SHIPLER OBSERVES THAT GVN DOES NOT SEEM PERTURBED 
IF PEOPLE GO PHYSICALLY OVER TO COMMUNISTS, SINCE 
DURING PRISONER EXCHANGES IT SENT SEVERAL WHO DENIED 
THEY WERE COMMUNISTS. AND OFFERED TO LET OTHERS STAY 
IN GVN AREAS ONLY IF THEY WENT THROUGH "OPEN ARMS" 
PROGRAM. 

SHIPLER SAYS SKILLFUL POLICE ACTION SHARPLY CURTAILS 
POLITICAL ACTIVITY IN GVN AREAS WHERE LEADERS OF 
DISSENT ARE ARRESTED, OR, IF ARREST IS LIKELY TO 
PROVOKE TROUBLE, ISOLATED BY ARRESTING SUBORDINATES. 
FORBIDDING MEETINGS, KEEPING CANDIDATES OFF BALLOTS, 

OR PHOTOGRAPHING VISITORS. WRITERS IN DISFAVOR RARELY 
FIND PUBLISHERS AND STUDENT RANKS ARE INFILTRATED BY 
POLICE AGENTS. MANY GVN OPPONENTS THINK THAT WITHOUT 
POLICE THIEU WOULD FALL. BUT SHIPLER SEES OTHER 
FACTORS THAT KEEP HIM IN POWER: UNENDING WAR THAT 
POLARIZES POPULATION, UNWILLINGNESS OF MANY OPPONENTS 
TO WEAKEN NON-COMMUNIST SIDE, CONTROL OF ELECTION 
PROCESS AND PRESS, ABSENCE OF STRONG PUBLIC FIGURE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO POSE ALTERNATIVE, DIFFICULTY OF ORGANIZING POLITICAL 
PARTY. POINTS OUT THAT MANY THIEU CRITICS "LAPSE INTO 
EMBARRASSED SILENCE" WHEN ASKED TO NAME ALTERNATIVE, 
THAT NO WAY EXISTS TO ASSESS DISSIDENTS' ASSUMPTION THAT 
THIEU IS UNPOPULAR, AND NO GUARANTEE THAT CHANGE WOULD 
BRING POLITICAL FREEDOM. SAYS COMMUNISTS AND DISSIDENTS 
WOULD NOT SURPRISE MANY VIETS IF, AFTER GAINING POWER, 

THEY "MERELY PUT DIFFERENT PEOPLE IN JAIL." 
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2. NYT ARTICLE DATELINED SAIGON TELLS OF PRISONER SENT 
TO CON SON, REVIEWS "TIGER CAGE" SCANDAL OF 1970, 

AND QUOTES REPORTS THAT TIGER CAGES ABANDONED OR 
DEMOLISHED. PRISONERS SAY THAT "BUFFALO CAGES” NOW 
USED ARE FORMER STABLES WHERE PRISONERS ARE JAMMED 
AND SHACKLED, WITH COMMON CRIMINALS AS GUARDS. 

ARTICLE POINTS OUT THAT DESPITE THIEU PLEDGE OF 
YEAR AGO ON US TV, NEWSMEN NOT ALLOWED TO VISIT CON 
SON AND SEVERAL SCHEDULED TRIPS HAVE BEEN ABANDONED. 
RECOUNTS FORMER PRISONERS' DESCRIPTION OF "GRUESOME" 
CONDITIONS IN OTHER, LESS WELL-KNOWN PRISONS. 

3. ISAACS (SUN) FROM SAIGON DESCRIBES ECON WOES OF SVN: 
LIVING COSTS SKYROCKET, ALMOST ONE MILLION 
UNEMPLOYED, AND LIVING STANDARDS FALLING. MANY 
UNEMPLOYED WERE FORMERLY SUPPORTED BY US PRESENCE. 

GVN OFFICIALS HOPE FOR INCREASE IN US AID BUT AWARE 
THAT CAUSE IS UNPOPULAR IN CONGRESS, ARGUE THAT IF 

AID INCREASED NOW IT CAN BE ENDED SOONER. ISAACS 
SEES HOPE OF PLANNING MINISTER FOR POSTWAR RECONSTRUCTION 
ASSISTANCE AS SOMEWHAT UNREAL SINCE WAR RAGES ON. POINTS 
OUT THAT OFFICIALS SPEAK IN SUCH TERMS SINCE THEY MIGHT 
"SOUND MORE PALATABLE" TO US LEGISLATORS THAN SUPPORT 
FOR CONTINUING WAR. SPOKESMEN FOR CIVILIAN ECONOMY 
DON'T WANT TO FRIGHTEN AWAY POTENTIAL INVESTORS, SO 
SOMETIMES SOUND LIKE THEY ARE "FROM A DIFFERENT 
COUNTRY" THAN MIL OFFICERS WHO WORRY ABOUT CUTS IN 
MIL AID AND STRESS ONGOING WARFARE. UNREAL AIR 
PERVADES PROJECTED TIMETABLE FOR SVN SELF-SUFFICIENCY, 

AND ECONOMISTS IN USAID PREDICT ECON AID PHASE-OUT 
AFTER 1980 (BUT CHARTS DO NOT MENTION MIL AID). 
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ONE AMERICAN SAYS THAT PROJECTIONS ARE MORE EXPRESSION 
OF HOPE THAN ANYTHING ELSE. 

ISAACS CITES HIGHLY OPTIMISTIC ASSUMPTIONS OF PRO- 
JECTIONS THAT SHOW SIXFOLD INCREASE IN EXPORTS BY 
1980, NINEFOLD INCREASE IN AID FROM NON-US SOURCES, 

AND US AID AT REQUESTED 750 MILLION DOL LEVEL FOR 
THIS YEAR AND NEXT. ECON CRISIS IS REALLY TWO CRISES: 
INTERNATIONAL BECAUSE OF RISING COSTS OF IMPORTS; 

AND DOMESTIC INFLATION, UNEMPLOYMENT AND ECON SLOWDOWN. 
GVN MAKES SOME PROGRESS IN EXPORT FIELD WITH PROMOTION 
OF SEAFOOD, RUBBER, LUMBER AND SCRAP METAL, BUT TOTALS 
STILL LOW AND FUTURE GROWTH QUESTIONABLE. OIL 
EXPLORATION RIGHTS BRING IN WINDFALL, BUT FINDS WILL 
PRODUCE NO REVENUE FOR AT LEAST FOUR YEARS EVEN IF 
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MADE. ISAACS ATTRIBUTES LOW FOREIGN AID AND INVESTMENT 
LEVELS TO FAILURE OF C-F. 

4. WP'S MCCOMBS FROM AREA 16 MILES NORTH OF SAIGON 
DESCRIBES HEAVY FIGHTING THAT BRINGS NVA TANKS

TO REDUCTION IN NUMBER OF ARTILLERY SHELLS AND BOMBS. 
CITES IMPROVEMENTS IN OTHER SIDE S TECHNOLOGY AS ANOTHER 
FACTOR IN AFFECTING GVN S TACTICS AND LIMITING ITS 
EFFECTIVENESS, INCLUDING WIDESPREAD NVA USE OF TANKS 
AND STRELA MISSILES, SPEEDY SUPPLY SYSTEM. REPEATS 

GVN ASSERTIONS THAT FIGHTING DOES NOT DIRECTLY 

THREATEN SAIGON, BUT QUOTES OBSERVERS THAT NVA 
CONTINUE TO PUSH SOUTH, AND PERSISTENCE AND STRENGTH 
WORRY GVN. 
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5. HEAVY FIGHTING CONTINUES IN SEVERAL PARTS OF SVN 
(CHITRIB). SAIGON COMMAND CONFIRMS FALL OF MINH 
LONG DISTRICT TOWN IN QUANG NGAI (REUTER, NYT; CHITRIB). 

6. OPIC RESUMES INVESTMENT AND LOAN GUARANTEES ON

UN REPORTS COMPILED AFTER UN TOUR OF CHINA HAVE BREN 

SCRAPPED. ONE WAS 64-PAGE ASSESSMENT OF CHINESE 
POPULATION GROWTH AND POLICY. PRC UNDERSTOOD TO 
PREFER PUBLISHING POPULATION DATA ITSELF. ACCORDING 
UN SOURCES, CHINA FEELS OUTSIDE REPORTS TEND TO
